sionally, in running wire } 
fences, it is necessary to attach the| 
wires to trees, In doing this, it is 
bad practice to use staples to at- 
tach the wire directly to the tree 
thus ensuring that the wire will be 
come overgrown and embedded in 
the wood. Not only is the tree 
thereby ruined or injured, but, fur- 
ther, it is impossible to remove the} 
fencing without cutting either the 
wire or the tree, 

A better way, protecting both the 


tree and the fence, is first to nail to, 
the tree a strip of wood about four 
inches wide and one inch thick, of a 
length to suit the height of the fence. 


The wire fence can then be stapled 
to this strip. This will secure the 
fence and will not interfere with the 


tree growth.
